Oar telegraphic columns give fall 


particulars of the bloody riot in 
Chicago last night, in which thirty 


• or more police officers were killed or 
wounded by the explosion of a bomb 
thrown in tbeir midst at a meeting 
of socialists and anarchists. The 
bloody work of laet night can only 
be atoned for by tbe adoption of the 
'moat vigorous measures on the part 
of the authorities. No 
half-way 


work will answer; it will not do to 
trifle or parley with a mob, and 
more especially with such a mob, 
made up as it is of the very worst 
elements of a great city. 
The moot 


humiliating reflection that arises in 
contemplating this bloody affair is 
that it is the legitimate result of 
the temporizing policy which is pur- 
sued by the authorities to whom the 
law-abiding people of Chicago and 
of the State have a right to look for 
the protection of their lives and 
property. 
The municipal authori- 


ties of that city have looked compla- 
cently while howling assemblages of 
communists have spoutad their doc- 
trines upon the streets and in public 
places. 
Myriads of the worst scum 


of European cities—who would not 
be permitted at home to hold a meet- 
ing in public for the dissemination 
of thei? vile doctrines—flock to Chi 
caga and there find lawful-protection 
for their villainous diatribes Bgainst 
every 
principle upon which just 


governments are baaed. 
In Chicago 


they have been permitted to sow 
their crop of dragon's teeth with tbe 
approval of the authorities, because, 
forsooth, they have votes, and the 
harvest is coming no sooner nor no 
more abundant than might have been 
expected.

CHICAGO, May B.—The lawless element 


s still industriously at work in the lum- 
ber region. 
One or two threatening 


•rowds were dispersed yesterday morn- 
UR by the police without bloodshed. The 
>olicc entered upon their service with 
spirit and .the engagements were abort, 
sharp and decisive. In the afternoon, In 
a rain storm, atjout seven hundred strik- 
ers marched upon the paint'works of 
;ary, Ogdea * Parker, 276 to 284 West 
Eighteenth street. The four ipeclal po- 
iceraen on d»ity were pelted with stones 
and brick», awd soon fled lor their lives' 
)ne of tlwm stumbled and fell, and while 
ylng on the around flrcd into the ap- 
proaching nibble. The rioters halted for 


moment, until one of the leaders waved 


a rasty saber over his head and urged his 
companions t» kill the prostrate officer. 
About this tfcne the Hinman street and 
Twelfth street patrol wagons filled with 
officers 
rattled 
down 
the 
street. 


When the blue vehicles neared 
the 


rioters, the officers took aim over each 
others' shoulders and flred volley after 
volley over the strikers' heads. The 
effect was amusing. 
Men with their 


>ocketfi flllord with stones, and men with 
Slavonic beards and wooden swords hud- 
dled behind barricades no more sub- 
stantial than a picket fence; 
others 


darted down Eighteenth street to Center 
avtnue, near which Is a sort ol ren- 
dezvous for the thousands of foreign 
strikers in the neighborhood. 
Here the 


nob made a desperate stand. 
Officer 


jmall, of the Hinman Street station, 
eaped, out of his wagon and started after 
one oj' the leaders of the riot, who was 
yelling to his comrades to blow up the 
police with dynamite. He ran into the 
crowd and grabbed the Anarchist by the 
ieck. 
The latter screamed for help.

w*th tftones »nd clubs. Officer Small, to 
defend himself, tired several shots into

Small's comrades ran to his asslst- 
nnuut but before he was rescued from his 
perilous position he was shot through 
the jhand. His prisoner escaped. 
Re- 


portst of exploding cartridges came from

"bawled a man with red whiskers, as he 
pointed an ancient revolver at Ofllcer 
Small. Before he could pull the trig- 
ger Detective Michael Granger struck 
bis hand and the vieapon fell to the 
ground. The mob then pounced upon 
4!ianger and dragged him into the muddy 


'ft. A rock as large as a cocounut 
oHted past his cheek and a brick hit 


liinwio thu forehead. The detective fell 
to tlie gooand with a stream of blood 
pouring from a jagged wound. The re- 
mainder of the officers becoming exasper- 
ated at the resistance displayed l»y the 
rapidly-growing mob, flred a score of 
shots into the surging, howling mass. 
OIK- man was seen to drop, but his 
com Hades picked him up, and hurried 
through a neighboring alley. The sight 
of Anwcbist 
blood 
seemed to 
fill 
the rioters with fear, for an soon as they 
learned that one of their number had 
been shot they fled precipitately. 


Tine officers then charged upon them 


and captured seven ol the leaders. 
They 


were taken to the Twelfth and Hinman 
street station. 


Kain fell Incessantly during the flght. 


Aiter the officers had departed with their 
prisoners, the clouds rolled away and the 
sun shone brightly. The little children 
of Hie Anarchists came out of their houses 
and played on the sidewalks. 
An houi 


later the wives ol the Anarchists hung 
themselves over the gates ol their front 
fences and talked wildly to each other. 
TJien the Anarchists themselves crept out 
of their dens and skulked along the streets 
like thieves in hallways. 
They carried 


clubs and slung-shots, and appeared as 
though they wanted to hit somebody. The 
ofllccrs being in sight, they sat on the 
curbstones and fire-plugs until it was 
dark, and then they resumed their rest- 
less prowling about the streets. 


At half-past seven o'clock two of the 


scabs employed at the McCormick reaper 
works had the temerity to walk east on 
Eighteenth street to Center avenue. Two 
of the prowling Anarchists recognized 
them. The scabs did not know this. 
Wlwn the scabs reached the corner the 
two Anarchists pounced on them and 
threw them to the ground. Other An- 
archists then came up and began to beat 


the prostrate men with dubs, 
The 


screams of the unfortunate men were 
heard by Office* Qulgley, of tfoe Twelfth 
street station. He ran to the rescue, but 
was driven bacfc by a shower of stones. 
A shot was flrcd by (me ol the Anarchists, 
and then a cobble-stone struck the officer 
In the breast, fellin<* him to the ground. 
He regained hiq (ect, however, and turned 
1n an alarm to the Twelfth street station. 
Five minutes later twelve officers leaped 
out of a patrol wagon and cleared the 
street. 


Scenes at the Hospital. 


CHICAGO, May 6.—The result of last 


night's terrible encounter between the 
Anarchists and police will not be known 
for hours. Policeman Joe Deegan and 
an unknown Bohemian are dead. Police- 
men Sheehan, Barrett, Redden, Keller 
and Miller are manf-led and dying. Thir- 
ty-five other policemen are wounded more 
or less severely, and nobody knows how 
many citizens and rioters are wounded. 


Officer Hensen made his way home- 


ward, alone and unaided, as is proved by 
two citizens who saw Mm passing the 
corner of Union and Lake streets just 
after the explosion, holding one hand to 
his leg as he went. He was asked what 
was wrong, bnt cried out 
"DON'T si OP MR; 
I'M PHOT FULL OF 


The scene in the Des-plainos street sta- 


tion at one o'cloc't this morning was an 
affecting one. The wives of manj of the 
wounded officers, who heul been sum- 
moned from their homes, besieged the 
doors of the' assembly room and bossed 
to be admitted. 
Their pitiful requests 


could not be granted. 
Surgeons bent 


over the bloody for«n«, probing and 
cutting into the terrible pounds made by 
the shell and bullets. 


Redden, of the Central detail, whose 


legs were shattered and whose face was 
destroyed, kissed the hand of the priest 
who was administering the last sacra- 
ment to him. 


Another officer, ^hose body -was cut 


and pierced, begged 110 attendants to kill 
him in order that he mi^ht he out of 
misery. 


Dp-stairs in the sleeping rooms twenty

spilled the capitalists would be responsi- 
ble lor it, for they kept up the perpetual 
panic in the homes of the poor by their 
ever-increasing and grinding exactions.

will reduce the American 


soverign, the freeman and voters to a 
condition lower even than that of the 
Chinamen. In order to prevent this he 
advised the proletariat to be prepared for 
all emergencies.

BLOOD IN CHICAGO. 


Lives Lost In Chicago and at 


Milwaukee. 


Proclamation by Mayor Harrison 


Issued To-Day. 


GOV. OGLESBY AT SPRINGFIELD 


[Special to the RXPCKJOAH.] 


CHICAGO, lib, May 5—2 p. m.—There 


wii» only one tragedy of eonsequenoe fast 
ni?ht, that on Haymarket Square, where 
aix policemen were killed and 20 wound- 
ed. So far as known several Socialists 
were killed and 30 were wounded. 


To-day at the corner of 18th street 8,000 


Socialists gathered and sacked a saloon 
and drug store, completely demolishing 
both. The police dispersed the mob. No 
lives lost.

SPBINQFULD, ILL., May 5, 2 p. m — 


Governor Oglesby arrived home from 
Kentucky Tuesday morning. He is iu 
receipt of no telegrams of violence at 
Chicago later than particulars given in 
Chicago papers. He has received no re- 
quest from Chicago to order out the state 
militia, and of course will not do so until 
such request has been received from the 
civil authorities after they have exhaust- 
ed their power to quell the disturbance 
and pievent bloodshed. Chicago has a 
police force of 600 to 1,000 men, and the 
sheriff of Cook county has sworn in ex- 
tra deputies.

The Gllmore Artists. 


Dsoatnr had another rare musical feast 


at the opera home last night, when P. B. 
Gilmore and his great band of 4A musi- 
cians—everyone an artist—appeared be- 
fore a large and appreciative audience. 
Gilmore gave Deoatur a matinee one 
forenoon in 1878, but owing to brief an- 
nouncement of his coming only a few 
were out. Last night the lower 6oor 
seats were occupied and the gallery was 
pretty well filled. There is no more 
noted or excellent band on earth than 
that over which Mr. Gilmore presides. It 
is known on both sides of the Atlantic 
and has been praised and applauded 
without stint, and deservedly so. The 
programme as outlined yesterday was 
faithfully observed, with but one excep- 
tion. Miss Fritch, the sprightly and 
handsome soprano, appeared, but as she 
was not iu good voice she substituted the 
"Sweetheart" song lor "Le Carnival de 
Venice." She was called back when she 
gave another .pretty song, with the full 
band BB an accompaniment. She is a 
capable and clever vocalist, and if her 
voice had beeu in perfeot condition no 
doubt she would have electrified the 
audience. The performance by the band 
is beyond criticism. The many instru- 
ments were subject to the motion of the 
baton in the band of the Great Director, 
and all blended in perfect harmony, each 
number receiving enthusiastic applause. 
The euphonium, flageolet and rlute aolos 
were also greatly enjoyed. The gem se- 
lections by the band were Gottschalk's 
"Last Hope," familiar airs from "The 
Mikado," "The British Patrol," and the 
grand descriptive fantana, Travels of the 
Band in Europe. The representation of 
the storm at sea and the railway train 
proved pleasing surprises to the auditors, 
and all were glad when the Yankee-Doo- 
dle air kept chipping in among the tunes 
of other countries, just to show that it is 
no use trying to drown America. The 
concert is generally pronounced a grand 
treat. Gllmore wore his medals, and was 
well pleased with his reception here. He 
takes his band to New York on Decora- 
tion Day, where he receives 81000 for 
playing two hours. Then he goes to 
Long Branch for two weeks. He is soon 
to be at Chicago for two weeks and at St. 
Louis for two weeks. Prof. Bent, the 
oornetist, receives a salary of $125 a week 
and other players salaries proportionate- 
ly large.
